> merely apples, pecahes, pears, cherries and many othei 
fruits, but indirectly they have much-to do wdth providing 
food for man and beast. Forests reglilate the flow of wa- 
ter, help to prevent destructive floods and soil erosion 
and thus indirectly contribute to abundant harvests. The 
economic uses of trees in their relation to iood, fuel, shel- 
ter, shade, commerce and industry, should be taught along 
.With the best methods of planting trees and protecting 
thorn against noxious insects and other ^nemies.

.With the best methods of planting trees and protecting 
thorn against noxious insects and other ^nemies.
